Shannon  Seaman  shared  an  emotional  speech, 
describing  Scott's  life  and  his  love  of  climbing. 
"Scott  was  only  1 8  years  old  when  he  died,  but 
in  that  short  amount  of  time  he  made  a  huge 
difference  in  the  lives  of  others". 
The  STS  community  will  continue  to  enjoy 
this  sports  facility  for  many  years  to  come.

The  musical  version  of  "The  King  and  I" 
was  inspired  by  the  biography  entitled 
"Anna  and  the  King  of  Siam"  by 
Margaret  Landon.  It  tells  the  story  of 
Anna  Leonowens,  aWelsh  widow,  who 
arrived  in  Bangkok  in  1 862.  having  been 
hired  to  teach  the  many  children  of  King 
Mongkut,  the  King  of  Siam.  The  King  has 
become  aware  of  the  need  for  Siam  to 
expand  its  horizons  and  is  trying  to 
understand  the  democratic  principles 
espoused  by  the  countries  of  the  West. 
While  trying  to  adjust  to  the  changes 
required  by  expansionism,  he  is, 
nonetheless,  still  mired  in  more  rigid  and 
autocratic  traditions. 
As  the  play  opens,  Anna  arrives  at  the 
court  of  the  King  only  to  discover  that  she 
has  not  been  provided  with  the  house  she 
was  promised,  and  that  the  King  has  just 
received  a  gift  from  the  ruler  of  Burma  in 
the  form  of  a  beautiful  concubine, 
Tuptim.  Anna,  in  spite  of  her  reservations 
about  the  practices  of  the  King,  is 
enchanted  by  his  wives  and  children  and 
decides  to  stay. 

Her  relationship  with  the  King  is  a 
complex  one,  and,  as  noted  by  Lady 
Thiang,  the  King's  most  important  wife, 
the  two  are  mutually  dependent.  Anna 
becomes  involved  in  the  love  affair 
between  Tuptim  and  Lun  Tha.  the 
Burmese  emissary,  and  Tuptim' s  attempts 
to  run  away  with  him  cause  a  terrible  rift 
between  Anna  and  the  King. 
Ultimately,  there  is  areconcilement 
between  Anna  and  the  King,  and  it 
becomes  apparent  that  she  will  guide  the 
new  young  King  (Chulalongkorn)  into  the 
next  phase  of  Siam' s  development.

This  photo  was  taken  with  my  Olympus  XA  Camera  in  August  of  1999.  Because  a  flash  would 
ruin  the  effect,  the  aperture  was  set  to  the  maximum  of  f  2.8  and  the  camera  kept  immobile.  As 
the  shutter  speed  is  automatic,  it  was  not  set  but  the  exposure  took  several  seconds.  This 
ensured  that  the  camera  captured  all  the  natural  light  that  night.  This  photo  was  taken  in  the 
small  town  of  Whitehead,  Northern  Ireland. 

Over  the  summer  I  spent  a  few  weeks  with  my  parents  at  my  aunt's  house  in  the  town  where 
my  mother  and  my  aunt  grew  up.  I  had  looked  out  the  small  window  in  my  top  floor  room 
every  night  and  no  view  struck  me  like  the  one  I  saw  the  night  I  took  this  picture.
